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DETArLED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's subrnission filed on May 22, 
2007 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed on May 22, 207 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the amendments 
replaced the original summary of the invention and the abstract raise the matter of new 
issue. Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following Informalities: paragraph 
[0002], lines 2 and 3. the U.S. Applications 09/840,769 and 09/444,079 need to be 
updated, now U.S. Patent Nos. 6,633,600 and 6,229,843, respectively; paragraph 
[00156], line 15, "1510, 1511, 1512, 1513" should be "1505, 1506, 1507, 1508"; and 
paragraph [00171], line 2, "1717" should be "1710". Appropriate con-ection is required. 
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4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 22 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 22, line 1 , 
"comprising" should be "further comprising". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6; The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his Invention. 

7. Claims 13-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The new added claims 1 3-32 raise the matter of new matter which were not 
claimed in the original claims, described in the original specification and shown in the 
disclosure of the drawings in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
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relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: . 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1 3-22, 25 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 22, lines 8-9, the tenn "the time period" lacks antecedent basis because 
it is unclear the time period recited in line 3 or line 5 of claim 13. 

In claims 15 and 25, the tenn "a same spectrum" is not understood since no 
spectrum was recited in the precedent claims 13 and 23-24. 

Clainnis 22 and 32 lack connection or cooperation with the precedent claims 1 3 
and 20 or claims 23 and 30, respectively.
